WILMINGTON, August 18.—For a 
week past a personal difficulty has been 
pending between Major Englehard, 
editor of the Journal, and General 
Abbott, United States Senator, which 
grew out of an editorial in the Post, of 
the 28th instant, in which the editors 
of the Journal were denounced as 
public liars on account of an alleged 
injustice done to Abbot in reports of 
his speeches, no collision or corres- 
pondence having occurred in the mean- 
time.
